CuicAOO,  111.,  June  19.— The  arrange- 
ment of  delegates  made  in  alphabetic  or- 
der, beginning  with  Alabama  on  the  ex 
treme  right,  throws  the  great  states  o:' 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania  together  oe 
the  front.  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Min- 
nesota, Alabama,  Arizona  and  Dakota 
delegations  also  have  front  seats.  Ohio  is 
directly  back  of  New  York.  Missouri, 
Iowa  and  Illinois  are  on  the  main  isle  near 
the  center  of  the  space  reserved  tor  dele- 
gates. A  significant  view  is  the  open  space 
of  empty  seats  in  the  Virginia 
delegation.  Four  Mahone  delegates 
at  large  have  been  admitted 
are  alone  in  their  glory,  with  plenty  of 
room.  Over  in  the  extreme  southwest, 
there  ia  no  indication  in  the  ball  of  the 
great  crush  outside,  while  the  delegates, 
those  who  hold  seats,  are  being  admitted 
and  directed  to  their  seats.  The  door  was 
not  opened  until  all  the  interior  arrange- 
ments were  completed  and  the  crowd  was 
kept  waiting  until  two  large  bouquets  of 
cut  llowers  and  a  floral  shield  were  being 
nailed  upon  tho  chairman's  desk.  The  air 
of  the  hall  is  delightfully  cool. 

The  first  to  reach  thei'r  seats  was  the  Ohio 
contingent  led  by  McKinley  and  Butter- 
worth.

A|Soene  Unparalleled    In   the   History  ot 
Publlo  Gatherings. 

Chicago,  June  19.— When  Chairman 
Jones  ascended  the  platform  of  the  great 
auditorium  hall  at  noon  to  call  the  conven- 
tion to  order,  he  looked  upon  a  scene  un- 
paralleled in  the  history  of  public  gather- 
ings. Larger  assemblages  have  been  held 
in  more  spacious  halls,  but  at  none  have 
ocular  properties  been  so  effective,  or ' 
brilliancy  of  illumination  so  picturesque,  > 
or  colorings  been  so  splendid.  Every  face 
can  be  seen  without  effort,  and  the  audi- 
ence of  less  than  10,000  appears  to  be 
almost  a  countless  multitude.  The  magnif- 
icent sweep  of  the  great  gallery  which  alone 
seats  nearly  three  thousand,  ia  a  picture 
which  impresses  even  those  familiar  with 
great  audiences.  The  whole  scene  is  bathed 
in  a  flood  of  electric  light  that  thrills  even 
the  most  sluggish  heart.

AN  ABLE  EFFORT. 

Chairman  Tharston  Pays  a  Grand  Tribute 
to  the  Party. 

Chicaoo,  June  19.— Thurston  of  Nebras- 
ka arrives  with  the  members  and  takes  a 
seat  on  the  stage  just  back  of  the  Chairr- 
man's  desk,  which  he  is  soon  to  occupy  as 
temporary  chairman.  Thurston  is  a 
smallish  man  and  wears  glasses.  He  is 
dressed  in  sombre  black.  Upon  the  con- 
clusion of  the  reading  of  the  call  Chairman 
Joned  stepped  to  the  front  and  spoke. 
Jones'  speech  was  strongly  protective  in 
tone.  He  then  introduced  J.  S.  Thurston 
of  Nebraska  as  temporary  Chairman.  Del- 
egate Osbourne  of  Kansas  objected  to  the' 
assumption  on  the  part  of  the  national 
csmmittee  of  the  right  to  name  a  tempora- 
ry chairman,  and  asked  if  Thurston  had 
been  elected  by  convention.  Chair- 
man Jones  replied  in  the  emphatic  affirma- 
tive, and  was  vigorously  applauded.  But 
Osbourne  was  not  to  be  subdued.  In  the 
name  of  the  Kansas  delegation  he  declined 
to  be  responsible  for  the  action  of  the  nat- 
ional committee  and  regarded  it  as  a  great 
mistake.  (Hisses.)  He  desired  a  roll  of 
states  be  called  in  order  that  the  Kansas 
delegation  might  vote  for  Hon.  William 
Warner  of  Missouri.  No  attention  was 
paid  to  the  demand,  however,  and  Thur- 
ston immediately  began  hia  address: 

Following  is  a    synopsis    of    Thurston's 
speech: 

After  thanking  the  convention  for  the 
honor  conferred  he  said  be  came  from  a 
state  largely  appropriated  by  surviving 
veterans  under  the  beneficientRepublican 
homestead  laws  and  true  to  the  heroic 
collection  of  past  homesteaders  of  the 
West  they  march  under  the  banner  of  Re 
publicanism.  In  victory  and  defeat,  in 
sunshine  and  in  storm,  in  prosperity  and 
adversity,  this  mighty  west  maintains  the 
courage  of  its  convictions  and  holds  .devo- 
tion to  principles  though  it  brings  defeat, 
better  than  success  achieved  by  broken 
vows  and  political  dishonor.  The  party 
relies  upon  the  wisdom  of  this  convention 
to  take  such  action  as  to  assure  success. 
We  can  grandly  win,  if  we  act  wisely,  but 
must  be  willing  to  sacrifice  individual 
wishes  on  the  altar  of  party  success.  We 
have  hoped  that  1888  would  right  the 
great

not  only  tor  the  party  but  for  the  grand 
candidates.  Theee  are  inspirations,  but 
the  infinite  wisdom  of  providence  decreed 
otherwise.  The  "Black  Eagle"  of  Illinois

Chicago,  June  19.— A  conference  ot  terri^ 
tories  wae  held  last  evening,  and  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  were  unanimously  adopt- 
9d  to  be  submitted  to  the  committee  on 
resolutions: 

That  South  Dakota   should  of   right  be 
immediately  admitted  as  a  state  under  the 
:on8titution    framed    and   adopted  by  her 
people.    We  heartily  endorse  the  action  ot 
the  Republican  senate  in  twice  passing  bills 
for  her  admission,   and    the   refusal  of  the 
Democratic  house,   lor  partisan  purposes, 
bo  favorably  consider  these  bills  was  a  wil- 
!ul  violation  of  the  sacred  American  princi- 
ple, local  self-government,   and   merits  the 
condemnation  ot  all  just  men.    The  {lend- 
ng  bills  in    the    senate  for  acts  to  enable 
ihe  people  of  North  Dakota,  Montana  ana 
(Vasbington  to  form  constitutions  and  es- 
•;abli8hstate  governments,  should  be  passed 
without  delay,  and  a  similar  equitable  bill 
iiLould    be   passed   for   New  Mexicj).    The 
i;overnment,  by    congress    of  territories  is 
based  upon    necessity    unto   the  end  that 
lihey  become  states.

United  States  Consul  at  this 
port  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  what  they 
will  receive  his  protection,  as  there  is  a 
heavy  penalty  attached  to  the  offense  the 
captain  of  the  Ironsides  is  charged  with." 
"There  is  great  complaint  among  coal 
shippers  and  vessel  men  of  the  delays  and 
troubles  experienced  by  them  at  the  St. 
Paul  &  Pacific  company's  dock.  Said  a 
captain  today,  "There  has  hardly  been  one 
cargo  landed  there  this  season  that  has 
not  delayed  the  vessel  from  three  to  ten 
days.

Even  a 
Missouri  man  coald  not  rescue  that  state 
from  the  grip  of  the  solid  south. 

The  Republican  sUte  convention  will  be 
called  at  once  after  the  return  of  the  presi- 
dent makers  from  Chicago.  It  will  be 
about  as  difBcult  for  Minnesota  Republi- 
cans to  select  their  candidate  for  governor 
as  it  is  for  the  Republicans  of  the  nation 
to  choose  a  candidate  for  president. 
There  are  any  number  of  caadidates  and 
dark  horses  are  being  heard  from  in  every 
direction.

It  is  unfortunate  that  steps  have  not  al- 
ready been  taken  looking  toward  the  per- 
manent 8«ttlemeat  of  the  3t.  Louis  county 
agricultural  society  In  some  desirable  loca- 
tion.

It  will  certainly  prove  so  unless 
the  directors  of  the  association  complete 
arrangements  for  new  quarters  at  once. 
Land  can  be  secared  on  long  lease  without 
trouble  aad  buildings  capable  of  keeping  off 
the  rain  can  be  put  up  cheaply. 

The  matter  of  a  county  fair  should  most 
emphatically  not  be  allowed  to  drop.  The 
benfits  resulting  from  an  annual  showing  of 
the  capabilities  of  the  soil  of  Duluth  and 
vicinity  are  great  and  this  method  of  prov- 
ing our  resources  as  an  agricultural  section 
must  not  be  despised.

Ten  alJermen  were  present  at  la«t 
night's  meetine  of  the  city  council.  Im. 
provenient*  were  recommended  by  the 
board  of  works  an  follows:  Sewer  in  alley 
below  Second  street  from  Lake  avenue  to 
Second  avenue  west,  $2,187.20;  grading 
alley  below  Third  street,  from  First  to 
Second  avenue  east,  $250;  grading  Sixth 
avenue  east,  from  Second  to  Fourth  street, 
$1,S42;  grading  Fourth  avenue  east,  from 
Superior  to  Fourteenth  street,  and  chang- 
ing course  of  avenue  across  boulevard, 
$60,354.  They  reporte<l  the  receipt  of 
bids  for  making  sewer  connections  on 
north  side  of  Superior  street*  from  Camp- 
bell &  Fitipatrick,  $575;  Chris.  Oraveeon, 
$741.  and  rocommended  that  the  contract 
be  awarded  to  Campbell  A  Fitzpatrick, 
and  the  award  was  confirmed.  They  also 
made  a  number  of  estimates  on  complet- 
ing sewers.  R.  Johnson  and  C.  T.  Lund- 
gren  made  application  for  right  to  [connect 
with  sewers.  The  city  comptroller

from  there    to  locate  the  site  and   deter- 
mine the  price.    This  man  will,     of  course, 
be  uninterested  and  will  decide  impartially. 
The  whole  matter  of  sites  and  of  all    things 
in  connection  with  the  building   was  made 
a  special  order  for  the  next  meeting  of  the 
chamber. 

A  communication  from  the  Duluth  Cem- 
etery association  stating  that  a  location 
had  been  selected,  and  asking  the  approval 
of  the  chamber,  was  read.  This  location 
is  that  mentioned  in  the  EvksoiO  Hesald 
last  week.  Several  communications  of  more 
or  less  importance  were  read  and  discussed 
notably  one  regarding  car  works,  after 
which  the  chaml^r  adjourned. 

Something  to  Admire,

Cbicago,  June  20. — Estee  said:  Gentle- 
men I  thank  you  in  the  name  of  the  Pacific 
Coast.

CHICAGO'S  QIFT. 

Mayor  Roche,  Chicago,  advanced  to  the 
platform  holding  a  beaatiful  silver  gavel  to 
present  to  the  convention  on  behalf  of  the 
citizens  of  Chicago.  It  was  not  of  silver 
alone  aa  that  presented  at  St.  Louis,  but 
ot  gold  and  silver,  thebi-metallic  standard 
of  sound  financial  policy.  Charles  A. 
Works  of  Illinois,  also  presented  a  gavel 
which  was  made  neither  of  silver 
or  gold  but  connected  with  a  great 
name  in  American  history"  made 
from  a  piece  of  wood  from  the  desk 
in  the  tannery  in  Galena,  Illinois,  left  by 
the  silent  soldier,  Grant,  when  he  took  the 
field  to  fight  for  his  country.  The  mention 
of  .Grant's  name  was  greeted  with  an  out- 
burst of  cheering  that  lasted  several  mo- 
ments, the  warmest  demonstration  ot 
the  day.  The  chair  accepted  the  tokens  in 
a  neat  speech.  Chairman  Boyne  of  the 
committee  on  rules  presented  his  report. 
It  adopts  the  rules  of  the  house  represen  t- 
atives  with  slight  changes.  The  report  also 
gives  Dakota  ten  votes,  Washington  Terri- 
tory six  votes,  and  the  other  territories  two 
each.  The  most  essential  change  is  that 
recommending  that  an  executive  commit- 
tee of  nine  may  be  chosen  by  the  national 
committee  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the 
party.  Butterworth,  of  Ohio,  moved  to 
amend  the  report  by  placing  a  limitation 
of  time  on  the  nominating  speeches.

Butterworth's  motion  was  defeated  by  a 
heavy  vote.  After  a  long  discussion  as  to 
alternates  a  motion  to  adopt  report  as  a 
whole  was  unanimously  agreed  to.  A

The  Maxim  Gun. 

Vienna  Cable:  Mr.  Hiram  Uixim's  mi- 
trailleuse gun  has  been  accepted  by  the 
Auitro- Hungarian  war  ministry,  and  or- 
ders have  been  given  for  thirty  of  these 
weapons  to  be  delivered  before  the  end  of 
1888.  The  calibre  is  to  be  that  of  the  new 
eight  millimeter  rifle;  so  that  the  same 
ammunition  can  be  used.  The  thirty  tjuns 
now  ordered  are  for  tho  outworks  of  Cra- 
cow and  the  Przemysl  fortifications.  Ex- 
periments are  being  made  to  apply 
the  mitraillense  for  light  cavalry 
use.  When  the  new  weapon  was  tried  in 
the  presence  of  the  archdake  William  and 
a  large  number  of  officers  near  Vienna 
Neustadt  some  days  ago  Mr.  Maxim  fired 
at  a  distance  of  600  paces,  marking  his 
name  on  a  target  in  enormous  letters  in 
less  time  than  it  would  take  him  to  write 
it  on  paper.  In  four  seconds  the  colossal 
letters  forming  his  name  were  clearly 
legible.  The  rate  is  600  shots  per  minute, 
and  the  position  defended  by  such  a  mi 
trailleuse  is  perfectly  safe,  even  against 
the  most  determined  troops.  Three  men 
serving  the  gun  would  be  able  to  mow 
down  three  battalions.  The  position  of 
the  weapon  can  be  changed  to  any  height 

required. 

A  Model  Sealer, 

Minneapolis  Lumberman:  It  is  told  ot 
McEwen  that  he  was  a  witness  in  the 
famous  suit  of  the  Duluth  lumbermen 
against  the  C.  N.  Nelson  Lumber  company 
when  they  made  an  effort  to  get  ther  logs 
through  the  Cloquet  boom  some  years  ago. 
In  those  days  McEwen  was  in  the  employ 
of  the  Nelson  Lumber  company,  and  when 
he  went  on  the  stand  he  didn't  propose  to 
let  his  fealty  to  his  employer  get  the  best 
of  his  judgement.  Upon  the  manipulation 
of  a  skillfull  lawyer,  Mr.  McEwen  testified 
that  he  would  have  a  gap  sixty  feet>ide  to 
Iiermit  the  logs  to  pass  wut  of  the  boom; 
but  he  would  scale  them  with  a  caliper, 
and  that  to  indicate  that  the  log  had  been 
scaled  he  would  make  a  mark  on  them  with 
an  axe.  In  case  the  log  was  to  be  pushed 
into  a  side  boom  or  was  at  the  further  side 
of  the  gap  he  would  use  a  pike  pole.  He 
thought  that  in  the  event  ot  rain  he 
would  keep  his  scale  book  by  carrying  an 
umbrella,  and  if  the  Aork  had  to  be  done 
at  night  he  would  have  a  lantern  to  see  to 
make  the  marks  on  the  book.  Of  course 
this  wasn't  all  told  consecutively,  but  it 
was  brought  out  in  the  course  of  the  evi- 
dence. An  artist  with  an  analytical  mind 
made  the  testimony  the  basis  of  a  sketch, 
which  hasn't  yet  passed  out  of  record.  It 
represented  McJBwen  with  the  calipers 
about  his  neck,  an  axe  in  one  hand,  the 
pike  pole  in  the  other,  a  lantern  slung  on 
his  arm,  a  pencil  in  his  teeth,  and  scale 
book  and  the  other  paraphernalia  of  his 
office  disposed  ot  in  much  the  same  man- 
ner as  the  man  in  the  Dime  Museum  »ho 
plays  all  the  instruments  in  a  band  dispos- 
es of  his  numerous  mediums  of  torture. 


Maritime  OoinqS' 

The  grain  freight  market,  at  Chicago  par- 
ticularly, is  to  all  practical  interests,  dead. 
There  is  no  market,  and  according  to  a 
Chicago  paper,  matters  are  so  wofully  de- 
moralized that,  aside  from  regular  freight- 
line  bulk-beads,  no  engagements  are  being 
made.  The  new  steamsuip  Robert  Mills, 
refused  to  land  grain  at  the  ruling  figures, 
and  goes  into  the  ore  trade  for  a  return 
cargo.  Owners  are  becoming  wary  in  ac- 
cepting Chicago  consignments,  and  in  this 
lies  the  only  hope  ot  a  reaction  in  pricee. 
Rates,  nominally,  are  l]i  cente  for  oat«,  1^ 
cents  for  corn,  and  1%  cents  for  wheat  to 
Buffalo.  At  Duluth  matters  are  slightly 
better,  with  rates  at  2%  cents,  though  grain 
is  offering  very  slowly.  Iron  ore  freights 
keep  up  well,  and  a  much  greater  amount 
oof  tonnage  is  being  used  in  the  trade  than 
was  expected. 

The  Idaho  cut  a  hole  into  the  Northern 
Pacific  dock  yesterday  afternoon,  crashing 
though  timbers  and  piling  for  25  feet.  The 
vessel  was  not  damaged.

Haves,  Thos.  Denney,    A.   H.  Stevens,   W. 
C.  Tuckerman  and  C.  S.  Day.    R.  S.Hayes, 
the  newly  elected  president,  is  a  resident  of 
Xew  York  and  was  formerly   vice  president 
ol  a  number  ol  the    Southwestern   railway 
systems.

"niis      has     been      dissipated       by     the 
appearance    of   Chas.    Emery     Smith,    of 
the  Philadelphia  Press,  with  a  Fitler  nomi- 
nating speech.    The  talk  of  delegates    is    of 
last    night's    Virginia    fight.      The    actual 
numerical  difference    to    Sherman    by  the 
admission  of  the  contesting  delegates    is  a 
loss  of  12  votes.    If  the  vote  on  admission 
was  lost  it    would    appear    that  Sherman 
would  have  290  on  the    flrst    ballot.    The 
opinion  is  now  expressed  that  his  vote  can- 
not be  made  the  basis  of    calculation    but 
that  the  question  will  be  settled    upon    its 
merits.    The  chairman  would    have  found 
it  difficult  at  ten  o'clock  to  have    kept    his 
word    to     call  the    convention    to    order 
on         time       at        that        hour.       But 
chairman    Estee      raps      sharply       with 
the  gavel  at   10:05.    TJ.e    invocation    was 
delivered  by  Rev.   Thomas    E.    Green,    of 
Chicago.    The  secretary  proceeded   to  call 
the  roll  of  states  in  order  that  the    delega- 
tions might  designate  the  members    of   the 
the  national  committee.

Chicaso.  June  21.— The  platform  is  a 
lengthy  document.  A  brief  synopsis  is 
as  follows:  The  first  paragraph  eulogizes 
the  dead  leaders,  Lincoln,  Grant, 
Garfield,  Arthur,  Lo^an,  Conkling, 
iind  also  Sheridan.  Greetings  are  extended 
to  Brazil  for  emancipation  and  to  Ireland 
for  home  rule.  The  prospects  of  unswerv- 
ing devotion  to  the  constitution  wet«  re- 
aflirmed,  aud  a  full,  fair  and  free  ballot  de- 
clared to  be  its  foundation,  and  protection 
is  uncompromisingly  favored.  Its  aban- 
donment would  hurt  everybody  but  the 
usurer  and  Sheriff-Mills  bill  is  denounced 
as  destructive  of  business  prosperity  in  its 
tendiness.  Free  wooU  is  condemned,  and 
the  Democratic  tariff  policy  is  declared 
to  be  in  the  interests,  not  of  America,  but 
of  Europe.  The  reduction  of  the  surplus 
is  tobe  obtained  by  a  repeal  of  the  tax  on 
tobacco  and  spirits  used  in  mechanics  and 
arts,  and  by  a  revision  of  the  tariff  laws  in 
the  direction  of  checking  the  importation  of 
products  and  of  removing  the  duties  from 
oecessaries  not  produced  at  home,  and  if 
accessary  to  further  reduce  the  surplus  by 
a  repeal  of  all  internal  revenue,  and  the  im- 
IJortation  of  Chinese  and  contract  labor  is 
denounced.    Legislation

and  equalizing  the  transportation  rates 
18  favored.  The  Republican  policy  of 
American  homesteads  for  Americans  is  up- 
lield,  and  the  restoration  of  unearned 
railroad  land  grants  begun  under  Arthur 
should  be  continued.

A  Burlington  Weather  Prophet   predicts 
Severe  Storms  During  the  Rest  of  .Tune 

BoBLiNGTON,  la.,  June  21.— The  weather 
prophet,  W.  T.  Foster,  of  this  city,    whose 
meteorological    predictions    have  already 
invested  his    name  with  some  amount  of 
notoriety,    predicts   serious    atmospheric 
disturbances  in   the  West  and  Northwest 
during  the  next  few  days.    He  states  that 
while  he  has  no  desire  to  create  a  sensation 
or  to  excite  needlesB  alarm,  he  would   call 
special   attention    to  the   severity  of  the 
storms  which  will  probably  set  in  today 
atid  continue  until  the  close  of  the  month. 
His  reasons  he  says  for  calling  attention 
to  these  dates  are  attributable  to  the  fact 
that  the  earth  and  Mercury  will  pass  the 
sun's  equator    and  Venus  its   equinoctial 
between  the  18th    and  the  28th  of   June, 
and  if  there  is  anything  in   planetary  me- 
teorology, these  three  astronomical  events 
cominj,  so  close  together  will   cause    an   in- 
crease of    electrical    potency  and    thereby 
augment  the    force  of   the   storms.    Their 
probable  path  will  be  it   is   said,  along  or 
north  of  the  fortieth  parallel,  and  the  prin- 
cipal disturbances  will  probably  coss    the 
Mississippi  valley  between  the  days  named. 

>'ew  Hampshire  Volunteers. 

Bedford  N.H.  June  21.— The  annual 
reunion  of  the  tenth  New  Hampshire  Vol- 
unteers opened  here  this  morning  the  at- 
tendance being  much  larger  than  forseveral 
years  past  owing  to  the  fact  that  a  politi- 
cal demonstration  was  anticipated  in  favor 
of  Blaine.  It  was  said  that  six  out  of  the 
eight  delegates  from  the  state  were  in  favor 
of  Harrison  of  Indiana  while  two  favored 
Allison  of  Iowa.

A  party  of  Duluthians,  among  whom  was 
H.  A.  Blume,  pumped  a  band  car  up  and 
down  the  grades  between  Ely  and  Tower  on 
Monday,  and  they  never  expect  to  reach 
a  warmer  place  than  that  22  miles  of  new 
track. 

Jeff  Daniels  has  begun  work  on  the  Swan 
Lake  road  and  will  put  it  in  good  condi- 
tion from  the  town  limits  of  Duluth  t*  the 
Cloquet  river.  This  will  be  of  vast  impor- 
tance, not  only  to  farmers,  but  to  those 
lumbering  on  the  Cloquet  and  St.  Louis 
rivers.  A  movement  is  on  foot  to  induce 
the  city  council  to  change  the  course  of 
Fifth  avenue  east  above  Ninth  street  so 
that  it  will  follow  up  the  course  of  Brewery 
creek  to  the  top  of  the  hill  on  the  Swan 
Lake  road,  branching  off  at  tbe  east  branch 
of  the  creek  and  debuaching  on  the  Rice 
Lake  road.

OFFIClALa  OF  THE  DDLDTH  ROAD  PAY  TBEIB 
KIPKCTICD  TISIT. — AJIOTHEB  DIRECTOR  SES- 
810N  TOMOKROW. 

As  was  stat^  yesterday  the  new  officials 
of  the  St.  Paul  A  Duluth  road  arrived  in 
Duhith  last  night  on  a  tour  of  inspection  of 
the  road.  Among  the  party  were  Messrs. 
R  S.  Hayes,  president;  L.  V.  Bell,  J.  P, 
Paulding,  A.  H.  Stevens,  C.  F.  Ward,  C.  A. 
F.  Morris,  G,  O.  Dodson  and  Thos.  Dtnny 
and  wives.  In  conversation  with  them  a 
reporter  ol  The  Evesinq  Herald  was 
given  to  understand  that  they  had  been 
greatly  pleased  and  withal  sumewhat 
surprised  at  the  complete  victory  they  had 
won  over  the  other  party  in  the  road.  "It 
•eems  to  be  the  opinion."'  said  one,  "that 
we  are  obstructionists  and  that  we  care 
more  for  a  few  dividends,  than  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  totul.  While  we  do  not  believe 
that  many  of  the  recently  made  improve- 
ments were  necessary  to  the  welfare  of  the 
road,  particularly  the  8t.  Louis  river 
bridge,  and  that  ofher  improvements  could 
have  been  made  fully  as  servicable  by  a 
much  smaller  expenditure,  we  do 
not  wish,  and  I  know  I  speak 
the  will  of  the  majority,  to 
obstruct  the  road  in  any  way  or  to  hurt 
its  business.  We  shall  make  all  improve- 
ments necessary,  and  shall  do  more  for 
the  people  of  Duluth  and  this  end  of  the 
road  than  ever  before.  We  did  not  be- 
lieve that  the  8t.  Paul  A  Duluth  should 
have  backed  a  scheme  for  an  Omaha  road, 
or  that  its  directors  should  bs  officers  of 
such  a  corporation.  There  will  be  business 
enough  '  us  without  that,  and  the  St.

Convention  Hai.l,  Chicago,  June  22.-- 
The  convention  has   reached  that  stat.'e 
at  which  all  the  interest  culminates.    Ttie 
decks    have   been  cleared  for     the    battle 
which  is  about  to    begin.    What  the  firnt 
ballot  will  disclose  is  already  known.    Tbe 
absorbing  curiosity  is  to  know   what  the 
third  or    fourth,   or  fifth   will  show.    The 
men  who  pull  wires  have  I    en  up  nearly  all 
night.    The  air  is  full   of    rumors,  theories 
and      guesses.        Sherman      was    boomel 
up       last       night       because       of        the 
great      demonstration      which    Foraker's 
sacond  of  his  nomination  provoked.    There 
is  a  feeling  that  Sherman  would  win  to-daj. 
If  he  does  not  win  to-day  he  cannot  win  at 
all.     Yesterday's  demonstration  is  genei- 
aliy  believed  to  be  more  of  a  Foraker  boooi 
that  a  Sherman  boost.

But  with  all  the  talk,  chatter,  nods  and 
winks,  of  knowing  ones,  the  convention 
meets  with  no  new  known  quantity  to 
solve  the  puzzling  problem.  Men 
were  seeking  to  prevent  a  great 
Blaine  stampede  at  the  start,  but 
are  equally  anxious  to  prevent  the  no- 
mination   of    any  oth#  man;

There  was  a  very  enthusiastic 
outbreak  when  California  voted  solidly 
for  Blaine  but  finally,  having  found  these 
demonstrations  delaying  a  ruault,  the  con- 
vention's curiosity  overcame  its  enthu- 
siasm and  quiet  was  restored  and  the  call 
proceeded.  Polls  were  demanded  for 
Minnesota,  Pennsylvania,  Tennessee 
and  Virginia.  When  Virginia  was  reached 
a  demand  was  at  once  made  for  a  poll  of 
the  delegation.  Duritg  the  poll  Riddle- 
berger,  notwithstanding  sharp  raps  of  the 
gavel,  when  his  name  was  called  arose  aud 
said  he  would  have  voted  for  Blaine  if  he 
had  been  called  but  as  his  name  was  not 
presented  he  voted  for  Allison.  This  vio- 
lation of  the  rules  was  allowed  to  go  in  tbe 
senator's  case  without  rebuke.  The  result 
received  no  sign  from  the  convention  as  to 
what  impression  it  made.  Before  the  sec- 
ond ballot  Fitler  withdrew. 


GERMAN  FACTORY  LABOR. 

An  Interestlac  Congulor   R«port    on  San- 
day  JLabor  in  Garmanx. 

London,  June    22.— The   United  Consul 
at  Mayence  has  just  completed  an  interest- 
ing abstract  of  the  last  reports  of  the  Ger- 
man   factory  inspectors,  concerning  Sun- 
day labor  in  the  empire.     A  special  com- 
mittee was   appointed  and     directed    to 
ascertain  to    what  extent  German  work- 
men are  compelled  to  work    on  Sundays 
and  to    obtain    the    views    of    employers 
respecting  the  limitation  and  prohibition 
of  such   work.     The  great  body  of    large 
manufacturers  and  leading  business  men 
consulted    on    the  subject    have  declared 
absolute    prohibition    of     Sunday     work 
impracticable  but  a  majority  was  in  favor 
of  some    limitation.    A    large    number    of 
manufacturers        representing     v  different 
branches  of  industry  and  a  number    of   in- 
dustrial  bodies   were  examined.    The   re- 
port shows  that  it  is  customary  in  a    very 
large  number  of  establishments  for  work  to 
be  done  on  Sundays.    In  those   employing 
machinery  it  is  common  in   59.4    per    cent 
for  29.8  per  cent  of  the  workmen  to  be   so 
employed.    In  establishments  where  hand- 
work is  done  it  is  usual  with  41.1  per   cent 
of  them  to  employ  41.8    per    cent    of    the 
workmen  on  Sundays.    In  trade  and  com- 
merce 67.8  per  cent  of  the  houses  are  open 
on  Sundays  keeping  57  per    cent    of    the 
employed        engaged.        As        a        rule 
neither    factories    nor     business      houses 
are  open  the  whole  day  but   many  do  use 
the  whole  of  Sunday.    The  result  is  that  a 
very    considerable    part    of    the    German 
working  people  get  little  rest  on   Sundays 
and  there  is  a  disposition  to  remove  the 
evil  by  l^slation.    On  ordinary  weekdays 
the  hours  of  labor  are  longer  than  in  Eng- 
land.   In  various   Bavarian   districts   for 
which  the  figures  are  given    in    more  than 
half  the  factories  the  days  work  is  eleven 
hours  or  longer  but  the  general  tendency  is 
fewer  hours  aud  the  number    of    cases    is 
constantly  increasing  where  the  number  of 
hours  is  reduced  from  eleven  to  ten.    One 
of  the  inspectors  says  that  he  has  frequently 
observed  that  the    length    of   the  working 
day  increases  the    nearer   a    business    ap- 
proaches   the    border    of    pure  industrial 
work  and  the  more    workmen    are    left  to 
themselves  and  have  the  time  optional  with 
themselves. 

Tlie  Grand  Arimjr  Sliglited. 

Chicago,  June  22— Capt.  J.  Burger,  one 
of  tbe  Minnesota  delegates  to  tbe  Republi- 
can national  convention,  complained 
somewhat  emphatically  this  morning  as  to 
the  scant  courtesy  shown  by  the  National 
committee  to  the  meml^ers  of  the  Grand 
Army.  The  heroic  and  good  natured  cap- 
tain was  himself  through  the  war  and  wears 
one  arm  in  a  sleeve  and  thus  keenly  and 
fraternally  feels  the  slight  cast  upon  his 
comrades.  "You  have  30.000  members  of 
the  Grand  Army  here  in  Chicago"  he  ex- 
claimed "All  they  asked  for  was  200  tickets 
and  they  were  allotted  fifty  only.  Gov. 
McGill  and  Lieut.  Gov.  Rice  of  Minnesota 
could  only  secure  an  entrance  to  the  con- 
vention hall  by  strategy.  It  was  promised 
"said  Capt,  Burger"  that  Chicago  guaranted 
a  building  possessing  12,000  ssats.  Other 
cities  promised  to  afford  that  accommada- 
tion  and  put  up  a  bond  for  the  fulfilment 
of  their  promise.  We  took  Chicago  at  her 
word  and  see  how  we  have  been  treated. 
The  hall  did  not  afford  much  more  than 
half  theaccomodation  that  was  both  needed 
and  pledged."  Capt.  Burger  will  leave  to- 
morrow for  St.  Paul.

It  is 
doubtful  if  his  vote  at  any  time  reaches 
three  hundred.  Alger  steadily  gains  and 
his  friends  with  confidence,  expect  the  con- 
test to  be  narrowed  down  to  Allison,  Alger 
and  Harrison.  The  Greahan  men 
are  likely  to  go  for  Alger 
Under  no  circumstances  can  Blaine  be 
nominated.  Depew  is  not  received  with  fa- 
vor. Hartley  of  Duluth  votes  for  Depew 
and  Langdon  for  Alger.  The  Minnesota 
delegation  naturally  leans  toward  Allison, 
but  Gresham  is  surely  beaten  but  is  liable 
to  go  to  either  Aiger  or  Harrison.

DESCRIPTION  OF  BALLOTS.

How    the     Delegates    Conducted 
selves  During  tbe  Voting. 

The  second  ballot  proceeded.  During  the 
announcement  of  votes  the  convention 
was  more  sedate  than  at  any  time  during 
the  sessiou.  Delegates  were  too  much  inter- 
ested in  noticing  the  change  to  make  a 
noise  or  indulge  in  demonstrations.  Sena- 
tor Gray  evidently  dfd  good  work  among 
the  Pennsylvania  delegates.  Sherman 
gained  twenty-four  votes  the  most  being 
votes  which  on  the  first  ballot  were  cast 
for  Fitler. 

The  result  of  the  second  ballot  was  dis- 
appointment to  the  Sherman  people,  who 
had  hoped  the  increase  in  the  vote  for  him 
fjom  Pennsylvania,  would  put  him  up  to 
nearly  three  hundred,  but  he  lost  in  other 
places,  and  the  anti-Sherman  men  felt  sure 
of  his  defeat.  The  anti-Sherman  combina- 
tion begin  to  claim  that  the  Ohio  senator's 
vote  will  go  to  pieces  in  a  few  ballots.  As 
the  vote  on  the  third  ballot  proceeds, 
there  is  little  change  in  the  Sherman  vote, 
which  everybody  is  watching.  There  are 
no  notable  changes  in  the  voting  for  other 
candidates.  California  continued  to  cast 
a  solid  vote  for  Blaine.  Massachusetts 
still  casts  a  vote  among  nearly  all  the 
candidates.  Gresham's  vote  increases  but 
not  materially.  When  Pennsylvania  is 
reached  Quay  announces  53  for  Sherman 
as  before,  the  other  ten  scattering.  Sir. 
Johnson        demands  a        poll         of 

the  delegation  which  proceeds  much 
to  the  disgust  of  the  convention. 
The  poll  did  not  affect  the  result  and  bal- 
loting was  proceeded  witH.  As  usual  when 
Virginia  was  reached  a  demand  was  made 
that  the  delegation  be  polled.  Fairchilds, 
of  Wisconsin,  made  a  point  of  order  that 
a  call  for  a  poll  could  not  be  made  until 
the  vote  had  been  ^announced  and  objec- 
tion made  to  its  correctness.  Wise  arose 
and  explained  that  tbe  Virginia  delegation 
had  been  unable  to  get  together  and  s«lect 
a  chairman  to  speak  for  the  delegation. 
It  had  been  therefore  agreed  that  when- 
ever the  state  was  reached,  the  delegation 
s  ould  be  polled,  and  he  asked  for  unanf- 
mouB  consent  that  this  should  hereafter  be 
the  practice.  Consent  was  given.  When 
this  was  announced  Senator  Miller,  New 
York,  moved  a  recess  until  7  tonight; 
agreed  to. 

To  Relieve  Joe  Macltln. 

Springfield  III.,  June  22.— A  renewed 
currency  was  given  to  the  report  here  today 
that  Gov.  Oglesby  would  order  the  release 
of  Joe  Mackin  upon  the  termination  of  the 
Republican  National  convention.  Judge 
Blodgett  of  the  United  State*  District 
court  has  made  a  communication  to  the 
govener  setting  forth  that  if  Mackin  had 
been  tried  in  the  Federal  court  where  he 
was  first  arraigned  and  had  been  convicted 
he  could  only  have  been' sentenced  to  two 
years  imprisonment  and  that  he  has  now 
served  nearly  twice  that  term  and  would 
therefore  be  a  fit  subject  for  clemency

ASHORE  IN  A  FOG. 

THX     DENSE    FOa    OF    LAST    NIOBT     DAMAGES 
THREE  VESSELS  BELOW  TWO   HABBOB8. 

Vessel  captains  arriving  in  Duluth  this 
morning  report  the  tog  of  last  night  as 
dense  as  any  they  ever  experienced.  Tbe 
new  steam  barge  May  Durr,  towing  tbe 
Halstead  and  Gray  Oak,  all  tie  laden,  were 
coming  slowly  up  the  lake  when  the  steam- 
er suddenly  ran  hard  aground  in  Burling- 
ton bay,  just  below  Two  Harbors.  Those 
on  the  vessel  did  not  see  the  high  cliffs 
along  the  shore  until  they  were 
within  200  feet  of  them  and  within  a  few 
feet  of  going  aground.  The  schooner  Hal- 
sted  also  went  on  slightly.  Neither  were 
much  damaged  though  2,000  ties  were 
thrown  overboard  from  the  steamer  before 
she  could  be  floated.

She  was  more  badly 
damaged  and  was  able  to  proceed  to  Du- 
luth only  by  the  aid  of  her  pumps.  She  is 
now  lying  in  the  Lake  avenue  slip  and  will 
be  dry  docked  for  repairs  at  once.

The  News  ought  to  support  Cleveland 
and  Thurman.  It  believes  in  Dem- 
ocratic principles  and  does  not  believe  in 
Republican  principles.  It  is  not  satisfied 
with  the  tariff  plank  in  the  Bepublican 
platform  and  then  has  the  audacity  to  in- 
timate that  it  will  support  the  nominees  of 
the  convention  because  it  believes  ''the 
prarty  and  its  lawmakers  will  rise  above 
its  platform"  tmd  make  laws  which  it  ex- 
ex  pressly  promises  it  will  not 
do.  Right  there  the  News  gives  a  very 
good  reason  why  it  should  sail  under  the 
Democratic  banner.  It  wants  its  party  to 
repudiate  its  pledges.  That  is  Democratic 
principle.  The  News  should  shift  and 
save  Brother  Bede,  of  the  Paragrapher, 
the  trouble  of  printing  a  daily  during  the 
campaign.  


At  the  door  of  the  protective  tariff  sys- 
tem is  laid  the  responsibility  for  evils 
which  should  be  charged  up  to  other 
oausee.  Monopolies  and  trusts,  or  in 
other  words  conspiracies  of  capital,  rob  the 
people  of  the  benefits  of  competition. 
Against  these  should  the  power  of  the  gov> 
ernment  be  directed.  The  Republican 
party,  always  foremost  inlputting  down  the 
evils  which  are  constantly  menanoing  the 
people  and  the  country,  has  inserted  the 
following  plank  in  its  platform : 

We  declare  our  opposition  to  all  combi- 
nations of  capital,  organized  in  trusts  or 
otherwise,  to  control  arbitrarily  the  condi- 
tion of  trade  among  our  citizens,  and  we 
recommend  to  congress  and  the  state  leg- 
islatures in  their  respective  jurisdictions, 
such  legislation  as  will  prevent  the  execu- 
tion of  all  schemes  to  oppress  the  people 
by  undue  charges  on  their  supplies,  or  by 
unjust  rates  for  the  transportation  of  their 
products  to  market.  We  approve  the  leg- 
islation by  congress  to  prevent  alike,  un 
just  burdens  and  unfair  discriminations 
between  the  states. 


There  is  no  foolishness  at  Chicago  this 
year  regarding  the  tariff.  There  ia  no 
chance  to  read  between  the  lines.  The 
party  states.its  position  in  a  plain,  straight- 
forward manner,  and  cannot  be  accused  of 
any  attempt  at  a  straddle.  The  following 
language  cannot  be  misconstrued: 

The  Republican  party  would  effect  all 
needed  reduction  of  the  national  revenue, 
by  repealing  the  taxes  upon  tobacco,  which 
are  an  annoyance  and  burden  to  agricnl- 
tore,  and  the  tax  upon  spirits  used  in  the 
arte,  and  for  mechanical  purposes;  and  by 
such  revision  of  the  tariff  laws  as  will  tend 
to  check  imports  of  such  articles  as  are 
produced  by  our  people,  the  production  of 
which  give  employment  to  our  labor,  and 
release  from  import  duties  those  articles 
of  foreign  production,  (except  luxuries) 
the  like  of  which  cannot  be  produced  at 
home.  If  there  sh»ll  still  remain  a  larger 
revenue  than  is  required  for  the  wants  of 
the  government,  we  favor  the  entire  repeal 
of  internal  taxes,  rather  than  the  surrender 
of  any  part  of  our  protective  system,  at 
the  joint  behest  of  the  whiskey  trusts,  and 
the  agents  of  foreign  manufacturers. 

This  will  not  suit  the  Pioneer  Press  or 
the  Duluth  News,  but  it  will  be  endorsed 
by  the  people  of  Minnesota  by  an  over- 
whelming majority.

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THE  GREAT  LAKES. 

WATEB  IN    LAKE     SCPKRIOR    WILL    RISE      FOB 
8BTERAL  YEARS — BOMB  INTERESTING  FACTS. 

A  chart  of  the  gr«at  lakea,  accompanied 
by  a  pamphlet,  showing  fluctuations  in  the 
water  lerel,  rain-fall  areas,  tides,  etc.,  has 
just  been  published.  Stating  its  object  the 
pamphlet  says:  "All  accurate  knowledge 
of  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  great  lakes  from 
other  caoaes  than  by  winds  is  of  import- 
ance to  all  interested  in  their  navigation, 
and  to  owners  and  occupants  of  property 
adjacent  thereto.  The  rapid  development 
of  the  grain-growing  district  west  of  the 
head  of  Lake  Superior,  and  the  iron  mines 
on  the  north  and  south  shores  of  the  lake, 
having  occurred  during  a  period  of  high 
water,  has  stimulated  the  building  of  ves- 
sels of  deeper  draft  and  larger  carrying  ca- 
?acity  than  prevailed  a  few  years  ago." 
t  is  als0  shown  that  the  widespread  anx- 
iety of  vessel  owners  and  people 
living  on  tht  great  lakes  regarding 
the  possibility  of  a  subterranean  out  let 
to  the  upper  lakes  and  giving  this  as  an 
explanation  of  the  fall  of  a  foot  in  Lake 
Superior,  is  totally  unfounded.  An  article 
written  by  General  Poe,  than  whom  cer- 
tainly no  one  has  more  accurate  sources 
of  knowledge  regarding  the  lakes,  states 
that  "there  is  no  indication  anywhere  that 
the  waters  in  the  lakes  have  mysteriously 
fallen.  Continent  observations  made  since 
1838  show  the  level  to  have  fluctuated 
withm  a  less  limit  than  six  feet,  and  that 
tbase  fluctuations  were  due  to  greater  or 
leei>  rainfall.  It  may  be  considered  a  fact 
established  that  the  lakes  are  simply  great 
pools  forming  part  of  the  course  of  a  river 
beginning  at  the  headwaters  of  the  St. 
Louis  in  Minnesota  and  ending  at  the 
mouth  of  the  tit.  Lawrence,  aiid  that  they 
confirm  to  all  laws  governing  the  rise  and 
fall  of  rivers." 

While  indeed  these  are  almost  incontro- 
rertible  proofs  that  Lake  Superior  had  at 
one  time  an  outlet  distinct  from  the  Sault 
St.  Mary  that  outlet  has  probably  long 
•ince  been  closed. 

The  pamphlet  further  states  that  "while 
the  water  surface  of  all  th»  lakes  except 
Superior  was  above  the  normal  or  mean 
level  between  1882  and  1887,  that  lake 
was  below,  and  it  seems  probable  that  for 
several  years  there  will  be  a  rise  in  Superior 
and  a  fall  in  the  others,"  a  fact  interesting 
to  owners  of  the  largest  class  of  lake  ves- 
sels. The  discharge  of  Lake  Superior  is 
86,000  cubic  feet  per  second  and  the  mean 
depth  of  the  lake  is  475  feet,  while  its 
greatest  known  depth  is  1.008  feet,  making 
it  400  feet  below  the  level  of  the  ocean. 

STATE  MEDICAL  SOCIETY. 

TIK  TWKXTIBTH  ANNUAL  MEKTISO  IN  PKO- 
ORCsa  IN  ST.  PAUL— WHAT  WAS  PONE  YES- 
TERDAY. 

The  twentieth  annual  meeting  of  theMin- 
naaota  State  Medical  society  was  begun 
yesterday  morning  at  the  capitol  in  St. 
Paul.  The  session  was  called  to  order  by 
the  president,  who  introduced  Rev.  C.  D. 
Andrews,  who  offered  prayer.  Mayor 
Smith  in  a  short  address  welcomed  the 
doctors  and  tendered  them  the  freedom  of 
the  city.  The  chairman  of  the  executive 
committee  announced  the  order  of  busi- 
ness. He  also  announced  that  Dr. 
Stone  and  wife  will  give  a  reception 
to  the  visitors  this  evening  at  his  residence- 
and  that  Dr.  Fulton  and  wife  and  Dr. 
Wheaton  and  wife  will  jointly  receive  the 
doctors  at  the  residence  of  the  former  this 
evening. 

Dr.  C.  F.  McComb.  of  this  city,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  society,  delivered  the  annual 
address.  Tne  speaker  at  the  beginning  re- 
ferred to  the  small  progress  made  during 
the  past  hundn^  years  in  the  treatment 
of  certain  diseases,  expressing  the  opinion 
that  even  now  the  practice  of  medicine  has 
not  progressed  so  far  as  to  be  properly 
a  science.  But  in  surgery  great  advance- 
ment has  been  made,  especially  in  opera- 
tions in  the  region  of  the  abdomen.  The 
sfteaker  deplored  the  wholesale  making  of 
doctors  at  the  numerous  medical  colleges, 
though  the  profession  was  congratulated 
upon  the  recent  establishment  of  a  medi- 
cal department  in  the  state  university. 
The  doctor  spoke  in  the  highest  terms  uf 
the  faculty  selected  for  the  new  depart- 
ment. In  closing  Dr.  McComb  exhorted 
the  members  of  the  society  to  work  togeth- 
er for  the  interests  of  the  profession  and  of 
the  society. 

INVESTIGATION    DEMANDED. 

A  KEPORT  AS  TO  CITY  LABOR  THAT     NEEDS    IN- 
VESTIGATION. 

It  b  stated  that  one  of  the   largest  con- 
tracting firms  in  the  city,  in  fact  the  only 
firm  which  has  a  large  amount  of  city  con- 
tracting work  now  on  hand,  has  given  no- 
tice of  an  intended  reduction  of  wages  to 
$1.25  per  day,  threatening  in  case  the  al- 
ternative is  not   quietly   accepted   "to  im- 
port 1,000  Italians"  and  force  them  down 
by  that  means.     Although  The  Evening 
HxBaLD  can  find  no  positive  proof  of  the 
correctness  of  the  charge,  and  does  not  be- 
lieve that  any  contractor,  much  leas  the 
firm  against  whom  the  charge  is  made,<can 
be  so  blind  to  the  interests  of  the  city  from 
which  he  makes  his  living,  as  to  carry   out 
such  a  threat,  still,  the  report,    which  cer- 
tainly   bears  some  appearance    of  truth, 
should  be  investigated,    and   if  found  cor- 
rect steps  should  be  taken  to  prevent  such 
firms  from  ever  getting  any  more    work  in 
Dnlutb.    If    the  report    is    incorrect   it   is 
doe  to  the  firm  in  question  that  it  be  offici- 
ally denied,  and  in  such  case  the   the  con- 
tractors will  doubtless  court  investigation

Chicago,  June  23.— The  Inter  Ocean  says: 
A  number  of  the  lieutenants  of  the  variouu 
candidates  met  about  12:3U  o'clock  this 
morning.  All  the  candidates  .were  repre- 
sented except  Harrison.  Ciarksun  was 
Allison's  near  friend  in  the  meeting. 
McKinley,  Raum,  Quay  and  Batterworth 
api)eared  for  Sherman.  Blaine  was  repre- 
sented through  members  of  the  California 
delegation.  Clayton  was  on  hand  and  two 
or  three  of  Alger's  best  men.  Senator  Far- 
well  was  there  for  Gresham.  The  meeting 
did  not  adjourn  until  3.  One  thing  was 
very  unanimously  decide<l  upon.  That  was 
to  prevent  hasty  action  or  a  stamp>ede  in 
favor  of  a  dark  horse.  The  delegations  re- 
presented will  vote  together  on  all  ques- 
tions such  as  adjournment.  In  the  event 
of  any  delegation  wanting  time  to  consider 
what  course  it  will  pursue,  the  convention 
will  adjourn.  It  was  concluded  that  the 
best  way  to  do  the  business  of  making  a 
a  candidate  was  to  proceed  slowlyand  act 
with  mature  judgement.  The  names  of  none 
of  the  candidates  were  brought  before  the 
meeting.  It  is  now  clear  that  New  York 
does  not  hold  the  key  to  the  situation. 
The  convention  does  not  intend  that  state 
to  dictate  the  nominee.

"The  gen- 
eral opinion  was  that  he  did  not  have 
votes  enough  to  secure  the  boon.  There  is 
no  disposition  to  take  Blaine  up  this  week 
at  least.  The  result  of  the  deliberations 
held  outside  was  to  arrive  at  an  under- 
standing with  Gray,  who  is  to  hold  the 
Pennsylvania  delegation  away  from  Har- 
rison. Gresham,  Allison,  Alger  and  Sher- 
man go  into  convention  with  forces  at 
command  without  concentrating  on  any 
individual.  This  means  the  nomination  of 
Harrison  will  not  be  made  today;  that  the 
convention  will  probably  be  carried  over 
Sunday. 

The  Wisconsin  delegation  held  an  informal 
meeting  in  Senator  Spooner's  room  last 
night.

DEPEW  SAYS  BLME  WILL  BE  THE  MAN 

Mike  OeToung  Throws  a  Bomb  in  The 

Harrison  and  Allison 

Camps. 


Chicaos,  III.,  June  23.— Convention  Hall. 
— The  convention  meets  this  morning  with 
the  usual  rumors  ot  combinations.  Inger- 
soll does  not  appear  in  the  hall  but  his 
name  is  on  many  lips.  His  int«rrupted 
speech  last  night  appears  to  have 
irreparably  damaged  the  Gresham  boom, 
although  his  friends  refuse  to  admit  this 
and  they  still  claim  the  convention  must 
come  to  him  eventually.  Senator  Cam- 
eron has  prevailed  upon  Quay,  who  leads 
the  Pennsylvania  delegation  to  go  iu  the 
Allison  combination  with  fifty-five  votes. 
Quay  was  at  work  all  night  in  fixing  up 
the  Allison  fences.  The  delegation  is  now 
in  session  hearing  the  news.  While  these 
Tumors  and  couater  rumors  fill  the  air,  a 
good  many  long  headed  people  are  watch- 
ing a  man  sitting  in  the  Ohio  delegation, 
with  a  fine  clear  cut  face,  who  is  a 

PROMISING  DARK  HORSE. 

This  is  Congressman  McKinley,  who  hoe 
made  an  excellent  impression  here  and  is 
universally  popular.  As  the  minutes  pass 
there  begins  to  grow  a  strong  impression 
that  no  result  will  be  possible  this  morn- 
ing. After  several  ballots  the  convention 
will  take  a  recess.  If  this  is  done  it  is  con- 
sidered probable  that  no  nomination  will 
be  made  before  Monday. 

THE  FOURTH  BALLOT. 

Congressman    McKinley   Declines   to  be 
Voted  for— Alger   and  Harrison  Gain.] 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at 
10:08.  Chairman  Estee  called  upon  sena- 
tor Warner  Miller,  of  New  York  to  preside. 
BishopSamuel  Fellows  ofChicago,  delivered 
an  invocation. 

ThePennsylvania  Idelegation  had  not  ar- 
rived at  half-past  ten.  The  delegates  were 
in  caucus.  Quay  was  trying  to  get  them 
to  stand  by  Sherman  for  two  ballots  and 
then  adjourn.  The  Pennsylvania  delega 
tiou,  which  has  just  come  into  the  hall, 
has  yielded  after  a  long  wrangle  to  Quay's 
desire  that  they  hold  on  to  Sherman  for  a 
few  more  ballots.  The  majority  of  the 
delegation  also  proposes  te  vote  for  an  ad- 
journment after  the  second  ballot. 

The  convention  at  once  proceeded  to 
ballot.  When  Connecticut  was  reached 
one  vote  was  cast  for  McKinley.  As  soon 
ae  this  announcement  was  made,  McKinley 
rose  abiid  a

and  proceeded  to  make  a  statement  which 
was  greeted  by, loud  applause.    He  said: 

"I  am  here  as  one  of  the  chosen  repre- 
sentatives of  my  state,  and  by  a  resolution 
ot  the  Republican  convention  passed  with- 
out a  dissenting  voice,  recommending  me 
to  cast  my  vote  for  John  Sherman,  and 
use  every  worthy  endeavor  for  his  nomi- 
nvtion,  I  accepted  the  trust  because  my 
heart  and  judgment  were  in  accordance 
with  tne  letter,  spirit  and  purpose  of  that 
resolution.  It  has  pleased  certain  dele- 
gates to  cast  votes  for  me,  I  am  not  in- 
sensible to  honor,  but  in  the  presence  of 
duty  cannot  remain  silent.  I  cannot  con- 
sistently with  the  credit  of  my  state  or 
with  honorable  fidelity  to  Sherman.  I 
cannot  consistently  with  my  own  views, 
with  my  personal  integrity  permit  my 
name  to  be  used  as  a  candidate.  I  do  not 
reciuest,  I  demand  that  no  delegate  who 
would  not  cast  a  reflection  upon  use,  shall 
cast  a  ballot  for  me."

The  ballot  then  preceded  without  further 
incident  until  Illinois  was  reached,  when  a 
break  of  three  votes  from  Gresham  to  Har- 
rison created  a  sensation.  It  was  received 
with  a  mingled  demonstration  ot  hisses  and 
applause.

His  Votes  May  go  to  Alger— Every 

thing  Looks  Bright  for  the 

Michigander. 


Chicauo,  June  22.— (Special.)— The  feel- 
ing is  general  that  Gresham  is  a  dead  cock 
and  that  Sherman  can  scarcely  win.  It  is 
doubtful  if  his  vote  at  any  time  reaches 
three  hundred.  Alger  steadily  gains  and 
his  friends  with  confidence,  expect  the  con- 
test to  be  narrowed  down  to  Allison,  Alger 
and  Harrison.  The  Greshan  men 
are         likely         to         go         tor         Alger 

Under  no  circumstances  can  Blaine  be 
nominated.  Depew  is  not  receive<l  with  fa- 
vor. Hartley  of  Duluth  votes  for  Depew 
and  Langdon  for  Alger.  The  Minnesota 
delegation  naturally  leans  toward  Allison, 
but  Oresham  is  surely  beaten  but  is  liable 
to  go  to  either  Atgnr  or  Harrison.  There 
is  no  probability  of  a  nomination  today, 
and  little  speculation  as  to  second  place. 

THE  SECOND. 

Second  ballot — Alger  11 G,  Allison  7>'), 
Blaine  33,  Depew  99,  (iresham  107,  Har- 
rison 91,  Sherman  249,  Rusk  20,  scatter- 
ing 40.

There  was  a  very  enthusiastic 
outbreak  when  California  voted  solidly 
for  Blaine  but  finally,  having  found  these 
demonstrations  delaying  a  rusult,  the  cou- 
veution's  curiosity  overcame  its  enthu- 
siasm and  quiet  was  restored  and  the  call 
proceeded.  Polls  were  demanded  for 
Minnesota,  Pennsylvania,  Tennessee 
and  Virginia.  When  Virginia  was  reached 
a  demand  was  at  once  made  for  a  poll  ot 
the  delegation.  DuriLg  the  poll  Riddle- 
berger,  notwithstanding  sharp  raps  of  the 
gavel,  when  his  name  was  called  arose  and 
said  he  would  have  voted  for  Blaine  if  be 
had  been  called  but  as  his  name  was  not 
presented  he  voted  for  Allison.

DESCRIPTION   OF  BALLOTS. 

How    the     I>elegates    Conducted    Them- 
selves During  the  Voting. 

The  second  ballot  proceeded.  During  the 
announcement  of  vot«H  the  c^>D\-euliuii 
was  more  sedate  than  at  anytime  during 
the  session.  Delegates  were  too  much  inter- 
ested in  noticing  the  change  to  make  a 
noise  or  indulge  in  demonstrations.  Sena- 
tor Gray  evidently  dfd  good  w»>rk  among 
the  Pennsylvania  delegates.  Sherman 
gained  twenty-four  votes  the  most  being 
votes  which  on  the  first  ballot  were  cost 
tor  Fitler. 

The  result  of  the  second  ballot  was  dis- 
appointment to  the  Sherman  people,  who 
had  hoped  the  increase  in  the  vote  for  him 
fiom  Pennsylvania,  would  put  him  up  to 
nearly  three  hundred,  but  he  lost  in  other 
places,  and  the  anti-Sbcrman  men  felt  sure 
of  his  defeat.  The  anti-Sherman  combina- 
tion begin  to  claim  that  the  Ohio  senator's 
vote  will  go  to  pieces  in  a  few  ballots.  As 
the  vote  on  the  third  ballot  proceeds, 
there  is  little  change  in  the  Sherman  vote, 
which  everybody  is  watching.  There  are 
no  notable  changes  in  the  voting  tor'  other 
candidates.  California  continued  to  cast 
a  solid  vote  for  Blaine.  Massachusetts 
still  casts  a  vote  among  nearly  all  the 
candidates.  Gresham's  vote  increases  but 
not  materially.  When  Pennsylvania  is 
reached  Quay  announces  53  for  Sherman 
as  before,  the  other  ten  scattering.  Mr. 
Johnson  demands  a  poll  of 
the  delegation  which  proceeds  much 
to  the  disgust  of  the  convention. 
The  poll  did  not  affect  the  result  and  bal- 
loting was  proceeded  with.  As  usual  when 
Virginia  was  reached  a  demand  was  made 
that  the  delegation  be  polled.  Fairchilds, 
ot  Wisconsin,  made  a  point  of  order  that 
a  call  tor  a  poll  could  not  be  made  until 
the  vote  had  been  'announced  and  objec- 
tion made  to  its  correctness.  Wise  arose 
and  explained  that  the  Virginia  delegation 
had  been  unable  to  get  together  and  select 
a  chairman  to  speak  tor  the  delegation. 
It  had  been  therefore  agreed  that  when- 
ever the  state  was  reached,  the  delegation 
B  ould  be  polled,  and  he  aske<i  for  unani- 
mous consent  that  this  should  hereafter  be 
the  practice.  Consent  was  given.  When 
this  was  announced  Senator  Milter,  New 
York,  moved  a  recess  until  7  tonight; 
agreed  to.

The  hows  of  the  8tarucca  bare  been  raised 
in  dry  dock  and  repairs  are  in  progress. 

Lake  Ontario  coal  freight  to  Duluth  are 
now  $1.25,  to  Chicago  $1.40  tending  up. 

The  J.  W.  Norton  log  rafts  were  brought 
through  the  canal  last  evening  having  been 
beached  on  the  outside  a  week  owing  to 
the  strong  current. 

The  new  Northern  Light,  the  dtj  of 
Duluth,  Ontario  and  Sovereign  are  among 
the  vessels  due  here  tomorrow.  The  North- 
em  Light,  the  Manitoba's  new  boat,  is  on 
her  first  trip  and  is  a  fine  craft,  much  like  a 
dozen  new  steel  vessels  that  have  been  run- 
ning to  Duluth  regularly  this  spring. 

The  new  steel  propellor  Rosedale,  from 
LiTerpool  for  Chicago,  is  in  the  Welland 
canal,  after  lightening  a  part  of  her  cargo. 
She  is  the  first  steamer  to  make  the  passage 
across  the  ocean  and  into  the  upper  lakes, 
though  the  passage  has  been  made  by  sail- 
ing vessels  several  times,  more  than  once 
from  Lake  Superior. 

Capt.  Flynn,  of  the  Barker,  arrived  early 
this  forenoon  from  Grand  Marais,  where 
he  reports  having  left  the  Ossifrage  leaking 
badly.

Port  Arthur,   the  Qaeeo  city  of  the  prov.

At    the  opening  of    navigation 
there  was  nearly  this    amount  in  store  in 
the    various  elevators  and    wheat    sheds. 
Several  new  elevators  are  to  be    construct- 
ed this  year  by  the  Canadian   Pacific    rail- 
way company,  which  will    make    it   one   of 
the  leading  wheat  shipping   points  ou   the 
line  of  the  road.

A  short  distance  from    Port  Arthur   ex- 
tensive quarr'es  of  silicious,  niagnesian  and 
other  m.trblfs  and  limestones  suitable  for 
building    material  have   l*en   found,   also 
hydraulic  cements  and   limes,   brown  ai^d 
red  sandstone,  slate  and    granite  of  excel- 
lent    quality    and      inexhaustible    quan- 
tity.       More       than       ordinary       atten- 
tion has  been    attnicted   recently    to   the 
silver  and  gold  mines,   located    forty   miles 
in  a    a    southwesterly   direction   from   tha 
town.    The  silver  dis»^rict  has  only   recent- 
ly been  discovered  and  its  development  has 
been  delaye-i     by      the  want    of  railway 
communiciition  with  Port  Arthur,  whiohob- 
eticlewill    be  removed    on   the  completion 
of  the  Thunder  Bay  Colonization  railwav, 
generally  known  as  the  Port  Arthur  and 
Duluth  road,  which  will    connect  with    the 
Duluth  &  Iron  range  line.    Over  forty-five 
miles  of  location   for  this  road  have  been 
made  and  goes  through    rich    mineral   and 
agrirultural  districts.    The  mining  laws   of 
the  province  of  Ontario    are    very  liberal, 
and  any  one,  whether  a  citizen  or  not,  ma.v 
own  and  operate  mining  lands,  which   may 
be  purchased  from  the  Crown    at  $2.00  per 
acre,  and  there  are  no  restrictions  as  to  the 
qaantity    any   onn     may   purchase.     The 
gold    district    is    a    little    farther  to   the 
west,  but  as  yet  has  not    been    developed 
to      the     extent      of     the      silver    mines. 
Port  Arthur  is  the  centre  from    which    all 
the  exploring  and  prospecting    parties    set 
out  for  the  different  mineral   districts,      lu 
view  of  this  it   is  no    uncommon    sight    to 
witness  parties  of  ten  or    a    dozen  loaded 
with  packrf  and  starting  either  by    rail   or 
teams  for    the    land    of    gold    and    silver. 
This  year  large  parties  of   eastern    caoital- 
ists    have    visited    Port    Arthur    and'   the 
mining  districts  and  have  become  interested 
in  properties  on  the  range.  The  first  discov. 
eries  of  these  mines  were  made  in   1«83    by 
an      Indian       in      \Vhite         Fish     region 
now      known      as       Rabbit       mountain. 
Since      that       time      the      mines       have 
been  thoroughly  prospected,  and  to  a  great 
extent  developed    and    found    to    contain 
splendid  silver- bearing    lodes    which    have 
yielded    large    profits    to    the    purchasers. 
Other  paying  districts  are    known  as  the 
Beaver  and  Silver    Mountain.    The  foimer 
employs  forty-three  men   and    is    operated 
by  Americans,  who  have  a  ten    stamp  mill 
for  the    treatment   of    ore.

mines.    The  mines  about  Port   Arthur  are 
an  important  factor  to  the  town,  and   will 
add  year  by  year  to    its  growth   and    de- 
velopment.

CiPT.  McDODGALL'S  IDEA  EMBODIED 

In  SteeL— A  New  Principle  in  Ship- 
building  Exemplified 
in  Duluth- 

With  the  launch  of  '^he  101"  this  alter- 
Doon  from  Capt.  McDougall's  shipyard  at 
theba«eof  Rice'a  Point,  culminated  ten 
yaaraof  experiment  and  thought.'and  if  the 
▼eBsel  provee  as  succeasful  aa  now  aeeras 
probable  Capt.  McDougall,  will  at  his  Du- 
luth  shipyard,  hare  practically  changed  the 
order  of  things  in  lake  shipping  and  in- 
troduced a  vessel  bearing  that  relation  to 
water  traffic  that  an  improved  freight  car 
would  to  railway  business,  a  vessel  un- 
siokable,  easy  to  handle,  comparatively 
inexpensive  and  costing  but  little  for  re- 
pairs. For  more  than  ten  years  the 
captain  has  had  in  his  brain  the  idea  of 
the  vessel  he  wanted  to  build,  combining 
theee  and  other  important  advantages, 
and  he  has  built  and  experimented  with 
many  a  model  during  that  time.  His  plans 
have  been  patented,  but  it  was  not  until 
laut  year  that  he  was  enabled  to  carry  out 
in  practice  his  design.  Then  he  pur- 
.ha«»ed  large  and  heavy  machinery 
for  ship         building,  and  last 

fall    set    up     at      Rices      Point     presses, 
punches,  rolls,  sbapers  and  drills  of    power 
enough     and    capacity    enough    to    build 
almost  any  iron  or  steel    hull.    All    winter 
riieventy  or  seventy-five  men  have  been  em- 
ploved  at  the  yard  setting  ud  and    putting 
togetherthe  vessel,  and  into  her  construction 
no  less  than  450  tons  of  steel    have    gone. 
The  entire  cost  of  the  boat  now  as  she  now 
1J«8  in  the  water,  has  been  $40,000. 
THE  101. 
A  great  cigar  of  steel,  of  187  feet  extreme 
length,  25  feet  beam  and  18  feet    3    inches' 
molde<l  depth,  she    resembles    nothing   so 
much  as   the    vessel     described    in    Jule« 
Verne's  famous  sea  story.    The  bottom  of 
the  boat  is  nearly  dat  with  a  shallow    keel 
of  bent  steel  plates;    about    20    feet    from 
either  end,  the  bottom  slopes  upward    and 
both  bow  and  stern  come  to  a  sharp  point 
on  the  line  of  the  upper    deck.     From    the 
bottom  the  sides  of  the  vessel  rise    to    the 
load  water  level  in  almost  the    same    lines 
aa  some  of  the  largest  and  moat   successful 
vessels  on  the  lakes,    the    Onoko,    for    in- 
stance,    or     the       iron     ships     of     the  ' 
Lake      Superior         Transit         company. 
In  fact  the  shape  of  the  vessel  below  water 
line,  the  thickness  of  the  steel,    3i    inch    on 
the  bottom  and\  inch  above,the  sizeof  the 
heavy  frames  and  the  capacity  are  almost 
iudentical    with    the    iron    passenger   ship 
Japan,  of  which  Capt.  McDougall    was    fur 
six  yeart^  master. 

It  is  only  above  the  load  line  where  the 
new  vessel  shows  her  great  variance  from 
acknowledged  models  and  here  the  differ- 
ence is  entirely  in  her  favor  as  a  carrier  of 
heavy  freight.  The  curve  of  her  Hides  is 
carried  up  and  around  so  that  all  that 
will  show  above  water  when  she  is  loaded 
is  five  'eet  of  the  too  of  a  long  steel  cylin- 
der. Twenty  feet  abaft  the  bow  and  the 
same  distance  forward  of  the  stern  turrets 
are  raised,  each  8  feet  in  diameter  and  seven 
feet  high,  and  within  the  after  one  is  the 
ship's  steering  wheel.  Above  the  after  tur- 
ret is  raised  an  oaken  pilot  house  10x12 
feet  in  size,  and  in  this,  aa  well  aa  on  the 
forward  turret,  is  a  tine  Providence  cap- 
stan. 

From  one  to  the  other  of  these  turrets 
are  ateet  ropes,  guide  lines  for  the  crew, 
and  between  them  are  bolted 
the  nine  sliding  hatches  through 
which  her  cergo  will  be  handled. 
The  molded  ends  are  divided  from  the 
main  part  of  the  vessel  by  tight  bulkheads. 
In  the  forward  bulkhead  is  placed  a  heavy 
Providence  windlass  and  other  apparatus 
for  <r,>rking  the  vessel  while  the  after  one 
forms  the  caoin  and, accomodation  lor  the 
small  crew.  They  are  lighted,  as  are  the 
turrets,  by  deadlight,  and  are  connected 
below  deck  by  a  low  passage  way  above 
the  cargo  hold.  Snubbings  posts  are  set 
forward  and  aft  and  the  tow  line  passes 
forward  through  a  thimble  placed  in  the 
extreme  bow.  The  boat  is  fitted  with  two 
double  pumps,  and  cast  iron  lender  »posts 
are  bolted  along  each  side.  She  is  expected 
to  carry  about  1,000  gross  tons  on  14  feet 
draft  and  her  custom  house  tonnage  is 
412.32. 

Should  this  vessel  prove  a  success,  and 
she  is  to  be  put  in  about  a  week  in  the  moat 
trying  business  possible-the  iron  ore  trade 
a  second  ship  on  the  same  plan  but  aboat 
twice  as  large  will  be  put  on  the  stocks. 
The  101  is  an  exemplification  of  pure  pluck 
and  perseverance  and  was  built  in  the  face 
of  obstacles  that  would  have  discouraged  a 
less  persistent  man.  Had  it  not  been  for 
certain  personal  difficulties  she  would  have 
been  launched  and  in  commission  over  a 
year  ago  and  the  possible  question  ol  her 
aucceaa  would  have  long  ago  been  settled.

UGNJAMIN  HARRISON. 

Was  born  at  North  Bend,  0.,  August  2o, 
1833, 

Began  the  practice  of  law  in  Indianapolis 
in  1854. 

Graduated  at  Miami  University,  Oxford, 
O.,  at  the  age  of  18. 

Was  made  a  brigadier  general  in  18G4  for 
bis  ability  and  valor. 

Succeeded  Joseph  E.  McDonald  as  United 
States  senator  in  1881. 

Was  elected  reporter  of  thesupremecourt 
of  Indiana  in  1860  and  in  18C4. 

His  grandfather  was  General  William 
Henry  Harrison,  elected  president  in  1S40. 

Organized  a  regiment,  company  by  com- 
pany, in  a  month  in  18(>1  and  went  to  the 
front  with  it  as  its  colonel. 

Was  first  brought  to  notice  by  being  giv- 
en employment  in  alegislativeinvestigation 
by  a  democrat,  Gov.  Wright. 

Was  made  the  republican  nominee  for 
governor  in  187G  after  he  had  declined  to 
run  and  Godlove  S.  Orth  had  been  nomi- 
nated and  then  removed  from  the  ticket. 

Major  General  Harrison,  an  English  an- 
cestor, bore  arms  with  Cromwell,  signed  the 
death  warrant  of  Charles  I.  and  was 
hanged  for  it  after  the  restoration. 

His  great-grand-fatber,  Benjamin  Har- 
rison, signed  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, was  three  times  governor  of  Vir- 
ginia and  a  member  of  the  convention. 

He  was  never  heard  to  refer  to  the 
glories  of  his  ancestors. 

He  received  honorable  mention  from 
Gen.  Shernaan  for  galantry  at  Atlanta. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Mississippi  river 
commission  in  1879.

Kfforts  Hade  by  Illinois  to  Stem  the  .Sher- 
man Tide  £vidently  had  Mucli  to  do 
With  Harrison's  Nomination.  j 

CuiCAOo,  June  25. — Convention  Hall, 
10  a.  m. — The  Sherman  tide  which  set  in 
yesterday  flows  his  moruing  and  will  reach 
the  flood  on  the  second  or  third  ballot  to- 
day. The  situation  is  critical  for  all  can- 
didates. The  manipulators  of  the  Blaine 
movement  are  disconcerted  and    have  lost 

confidence.  New  York  caii  stem  the  Sher- 
man tide  if  the  delegation  of  the  state  de- 
sire to  prevent  bis  nomination.  The  ques- 
tion is  now  can  New  York  effect  his  nom- 
ination if  her  delegation  desires.  In 
brief  wi'hout  New  York's  support,  it  does 
not  appear  that  Sherman  has  any  chance 
at  all.  His  friends  claim  that  he  wiil  get 
New  York.  That  is  the  situation  in  a  nut 
shell.  Sherman  has  been  led  like  Moses 
upon  the  mountain  and  is  now  surveying 
the  promised  land  but  he  will  not  possess 
it.    The  vision  will  pass  away  today. 

A  Sherman  man  who  has  access  to  and 
the  confidence  of  the  Sherman  leaders 
shows  figure  this  morning  which  foot  up 
431  for  the  Ohio  Senator.  This  includes 
55  from  Pennsylvania,  60  from  New  York, 
10  from  New  Jersejr,  the  solid  Allison  vote 
from  Iowa,  20  of  tKe  southern  votes  cast 
for  Alger  the  entire  Sherman  strength 
in  addition  to  which  he  held  in  the  first 
ballot.  Allison  people  passionately  deny 
that  their  votes  will  go  to  Sherman,  and 
declare  Sherman  has  never  been  so  near  the 
glittering  prize  for  which  he  has  labored 
many  years.

Kverybody  Pleased  with  the  Nomination 
of  Harrison , 

CHicAao,  June  25.— [Special.]— Among 
those  heretofore  faroring.other  candidates 
when  Harrison's  nomination  was  reported, 
the  expression  was  general,  "I  am  sat- 
isfied."   No  unfavorable  criticism  is    beard 

in  any  quarter.  When  Blaine's  dispatch 
requesting  his  friends  to  refrain  from  voting 
for  him  was  read,  and  when  the  vote  of  Cal- 
ifornia was  announced  fur  Harrison  there 
was  no  longer  any  doubt  as  to  the  result. 
The  adjournment  Saturday  was  forced  by 
the  anti-Blaine  sentiment,  and  from  that 
hour  it  became  apparent  that  the  danger 
of  Blaine's  nomination  was  over.  Alger's 
friends  had  high  hopes  but  while  they  slept 
the  enemy  sowed  tares.  It  was  represented 
that  the  Alger  boom  had  been  swelled 
through  tke  judicious  use  of  boodle,  and 
while  it  was  not  true  the  effect  was 
the  same.

(Laughter)  lamdi- 
rected^by  a  unanimous  vote  of  Ohio  to  move 
the  convention  on  behalf  of  Ohio  that 
nomination  be  made  unanimous."  (Apis) 

Horr,  of  Michigan,  seconded  Foraker's 
motion  and  hoped  the  convention  wou'd 
be  unanimous  ,  we  will  stand  by  Harrison 
just  as  firmly  as  we   have  stood  by  Alger. 


Think  I  can  see  the  hand  of  providence  in 
this  nomination.  We  hoped  to 
place  a  soldier  at  the  head 
of  the  ticket  and  have  done  it.  Now  let  us 
go  home  and  gratify  it.  Farwell  on  behalf 
of  Illinois  also  seconded.  This  convention 
would  adjourn  in  a  different  temper  from 
any  other  oonvention  a  quar- 
ter of  a  century.  No  candidate 
before  the  convention  expected  to  succeed 
and  no  one  disappointed  of  the  candidate 
would  go  away  without  heart  burning,  full 
of  enthusiastic  as  they  were  when  they 
came.

The 
call  of  the  roll  of  states  for  nomination  for 
vice-president,  is  now  proceeding.  Bradley 
of  Kentuckey  has  been  named. 


WHO  WILL  IT  BE? 

Morton,  Fhalps,  Bradley  and  Hawley 
Among  the  Probable  Vice  Fresidents. 
Chicago,  June  25.— [Special.]  A  recess 
has  been  taken  till  6:00.  There 
is  confusion  as  to  the  probable  nominee  for 
Vice  President.  New  York  presents  Morton 
and  New  Jersey  Phelps.  Bradley  is  also 
nominated  and  Hawley  is  considered  not 
only  available,  but  desirable.

THE  CUSTER  MASSACRE. 

Today    tlie    Aiiulv»THary    of    tlie     Bloody 
Kveut. 

FoBT  Custer.  M.  T.,  June  25.— This  be- 
ing the  anniversary  of  the  Custer  mas- 
sacre, theie  were  not  »  uiitinjjloviiig  friends 
and  *dmirere  of  the  hero  of  that  histor- 
ical  tradegy  who  wended  th«>ir  way  to  the 
sad  fcene  of  his  last  resting  place  to  de- 
posit wreaths  of  iiuiuurtelles  aud  flowers 
upon  hlH  hinely  and  i»>jlated  tomb.  That 
part  of  tlie  valley  of  the  Little  Horn  river, 
which  was  the  Hcene  of  the  dit-asttr 
of  JuiiH  25.  1876,  is  about  four- 
teen miles  above  thi«  pit^t  on  the  right 
and  Irlt  bauivs  of  the  clear  Lesser  Hura  as 
it  winds  down  through  the  valley  trym 
the  Big  H<iru  r-inge.  It  was  a  haphazard 
Ht-lection  tor  a  battle  ground  and  sliglitly 
more  favorable  to  the  soldiers  thuu  to  the 
red  men,  otherwise  instead  of  Major  Reno 
and  his  luiiidful  of  men  escaping  after  a 
terribly  close  conllict  in  which  defeat 
meant  umiihilation  and  nothiiig  else,  not 
oiie-ni:i.u  woulit  have  been  left  alive  to  tell 
the  terrible  btoiy  of  that  drcatiful  .fune 
day.  General  Cunter  knew  that  a  Isrjje 
and  powerful  Indian  viil  <gB  was  over  in 
the  Little  Horn  valley  somewhere,  and  he 
determined  with  rare  pluck,  tlioiigh  ex- 
treme raohueHS,  tu  attack  it.  He 
only  had  abon'  240  men  in 
his  command  aud  this  force  was  uufoitu- 
nately  divided.  Cust«>r  relied  upon  the 
dash  and  discipline  of  hie  little  army  to 
carry  him  through  in  spite  of  the  force  of 
numbers  opposed  to  him.  The  Indian 
camp  was  on  the  left  side  of  the  Little 
Horn  river  extending  up  and  down  the 
stream  in  a  lovely  fertile  bottom  covered 
with  rich  herbage  and  luxuriant  grasses 
and  occupying  an  area  fully  three  miles  in 
length  by  half  a  mile  in  width.  When  the 
brave  cavalry  leader  swept  down  on  the 
Indians  in  Sitting  Bull  village  with  his 
usual  dash  and  eclat  he  was  not 
checked  by  bullets  or  arrows,  no 
want  of  courage  caused  him  to  pause  and 
falter,  but  simply  a  mass  of  numbers  got 
in  his  way  and  beat  him  back  step  by  step, 
notwithstanding  the  leaden  hail  poured 
into  the  savages  from  the  cavalry  carbines, 
and  finally  overpowered  and  killed  every 
white  man  after  the  ammunition  of  the 
latter  had  been  exhausted.  The  Custer 
battle  field  is  today  one  vast  cemetery,  ne- 
glected and  almost  forgotten  except  by  the 
few  who  have  relatives  or  friends  sleeping 
among  the  barren  rocks  in  this  far  away 
uninhabited  country.  To  stand  on  any 
one  of  the  elevated  points  and  survey  the 
surrounding  country,  the  scene  is  strangely 
weird  and  desolate,  A  worn  and  weather- 
beaten  monument  crowns  the  highest  point 
of  the  battle  field.  The  shaft  is  rapidly 
disintegrating  under  the  combined  influ- 
ences of  burning  suns,  driving  rains,  winter 
storms  and  withering  winds.  When  this 
piece  of  stone  shall  have  crumbled  to  duet 
— which  from  present  indications  is  not 
far  distant— there  will  be  nothing  left  to 
mark  the  spot  or  tell  whose  dust  lies 
mouldering  below. 

CHIEF  JUSTICE  FULLER 

Action  Upon  His  Nomination  to  be  Taken 
by  the  Convention  T«-I>ay. 

Washington,  D.C.,  June  25.— The  jiid# 
ciary  committee  will  take  decisive  action, 
it  is  believed  to-day,  relative  to  Melville 
W.  Fuller's  nomination  to  chief  justiceship 
of  the  supreme  bench.  If  a  majority  of 
the  committee  think  Mr.  Fuller  not  quali- 
fied for  the  position,  it  is  said  they  will 
agree  to  make  an  adverse  report  at  once, 
so  that  the  senate  can  take  up  and  discuss 
the  nomination.  If  a  report  is  not  speedily 
made,  an  effort  will  be  instituted,  it  is 
stated,  by  the  Democrats  to  have  the  com- 
mittee discharged  from  the  further  consid- 
eration of  the  nomination.  It  is  declared 
that  the  judiciary  have  been  tampering  in 
the  matter  in  order  to  postpone  any  action 
in  the  case  until  after  the  presidential  elec- 
tion, but  prominent  Republicans,  who  are 
familiar  with  the  usual  course  taken  in 
such  matters,  aflirm  that  there  is  no  foun- 
dation for  this  belief,  and  that  the  judici- 
ary committee  has  taken  the  same  course 
in  Mr.  Fuller's  case  that  it  always  takes. 
It  was  not  possible,  nor  was  it  desired,  it 
is  contended,  to  confirm  him  in  the  week 
which  intervened  between  sending  in  his 
nomination  and  the  adjournment  of  the 
supreme  court,  and  his  confirmation  any 
time  before  the  adjournment  of  congress 
will  answer.  The  charges  which  have  been 
filed  against  him  have  been  regarded  as 
trivial  but  at  the  same  time  they  could  not 
be  passed  over  without  investigation.  It 
is  stated  that  the  transcript  of  the  court 
record  in  the  Dunley  cause  of  complaint, 
shows  that  there  is  nothing  substantial  in 
the  allegations.

No  fears  for  his  safety  are  entertained, 
however,  and  he  is  beyond  the  reach  of 
either  danger  or  his  creditors.  The  latter, 
who  number  at  least  a  dozen,  are  medi- 
tating today  upon  the  inhumanity  of  man 
to  man,

It  seems  to  me  too  clear  (or  argument 
that  when  the  Charter  says  "at  their  next 
regular  meeting"  it  means  "at  their  next 
regular  meeting"  an  not  "atnextadjourpe<l 
session  of  a  regular  meeting  alrea<ly   held." 

It  seems  to  me  equally  clear  that  a  build- 
ing erected  in  theCity  of  Duluth  by  the  City 
of  Duluth  on  land  owned  by  the  City  of  Du- 
luth to  be  used  exclusively  tor  the  accom- 
modation of  the  Courts  and  offices  of  the 
City  of  Duluth  is  an  improvement  "local  to 
the  City  of  Duluth."

One  of  the  reasons  given  by  the  Demo  - 
oratio  press  for  Oregon's  large  Republican 
majority  is  that  it  is  a  wool  "state.

The  Marquette  Mining  -Journal  says  of 
the  present  condition  of  the  iron  market: 
''We  are  building  a  good  deal  of  new  rail- 
road this  year,  and  the  consumption  of 
iron  in  other  ways  is  well  up  to  that  of 
previous  years.  But  for  the  excessive  pro- 
duction of  last  year,  therefore,  we  would 
undoubtedly  now  have  a  strong  demimd 
and  better  prices  for  ore,  and  iron  in  all 
its  forms.

This  is  the  explanation  of  the  prevalent 
inaction  ia  the  iron  trade,  which  was 
brought  about  by  causes  precisely  similar 
to  those  that  produced  the  stagnation  that 
set  in  during  the  latter  part  of  'S2  and  last- 
ted  until  '85."

A     NEW      BRA     IM     NAViaATI05— A     RXGULAB 
LINE  rROM  DULUTH  TO  LITEKPOOL. 

Tomorrow  the  new  steel  ateamahip  Rose- 
dale  I  ia   exftected    in   Chicago.     At     first 
glance  this  may  seem  an  unimportant  item, 
particularly  to  Duluth.  but  when   the    tart 
ia  considered  that  the  Koaedale  is  the    first 
ateamer  to  come  from    an  English  port    to 
the  heart  ol  the  American  continent   with- 
oat  being    'cut    in    two    at    the   Canadian 
canals,  and  that  she  will  soon  go   regnlarly 
into  the  grain  trade  from  Duluth  to   Qreat 
Britian,  the  importance  of   the    announce- 
ment becomes    apparent.    She    left  Lirer- 
pool  May  23rd,  and  her  trip  of  5,000  miles 
has  been  made  without  a  disaster    of    any 
kind.    She  unloads  a  cargo  of  1,000    tone 
of  cement  at  Chicago,  after  which  she  comes 
to  Oulatb   and    goes    into    the   grain    and 
floar  trade  for  the  season.    And  from    Du- 
luth her  trial  trip  on   freah    water    will    be 
made.    Another  veeael  of  the  same  class   is 
beiag  built  and  it  is  probable  it  will  be  out 
in  time  to  handle  grain  of  this  year's  crop. 
In  the  fall  the   Rosedale  will    be    loaded 
with  grain  at  Duluth  for  an  English   port, 
returning  in  the  spring  to   beijin   a  regular 
aeries  of  trips  between    the  old  world    and 
the  heart  of  the  new.    That  is  what  is  con- 
templated at  present,  and  will   be  carried 
out  if  the  finat  trip  proTee  a  successful  one, 
which  the  owners  are  very  confident  it  will 
be.     But  if  it  ahould  be  found  that  the  com- 
petition of  the  railways  and  the    regular 
lines  is   too  aevere.   the  Rosedale    wiU    be 
confined  to  the  lakes,   in   the  grain    trade. 
She  waa  built  at  Sunderland,  north  of  Eng- 
land, of  steel,  1050  gross  tonnage,  660  net; 
length]  of  keel,  180  feet:  36  feet   beam;    21 
feet  depth.     She  is  capable    of  making    12 
miles  an  hour.     To  pass  the  Canadian  can- 
als she  wiis  lightened  to  16  feet  draft,   and 
part  of  her  cargo  carried  around  by  rail. 

The  experiment  of  Messrs  Hagerty  A  Co., 
owners  of  the  Rosadale,  is  an  intereeting 
one;  and  of  great  importance  to  Duluth 
and  the  Northwest.  It  will  be  watched 
with  great  iatereat  by  shippers,  grain  and 
dour  Bien  on  both  sides  the  Atlantic. 

While  the  Rosedale  is  the  first  steam  rea- 
ssl  to  make   this  trip,   it    haa  been  made 
previously  by  sailing  vessels.    The  first   of 
these,  the  Dean  Richmond,  left  with  wheat, 
Milwaukee     for     Cork.   Ireland,  in    1856. 
Later  the  barkentine  C.  K.    Kershaw,   and 
ths  schooners  Chieftain  and  Harvest,  made 
the  trip.    The  schooner  George  Dousman 
has      traversed    the     Mediterranean   and 
Black    seas,   touching    at    Constantinople 
and  other  ports  on  the    Southern   Europe- 
an coast.    Since  then  the    schooner    Pani- 
lico,,'Chicago,  and  other  deal  ladsn'schooners 
from  Duluth  anii  other  ports  of  Lake  Supe- 
riar,  have  mads  the  trip.     The  steamships
